I Boston, July 14-—Lieutenant Harry F. 
Dalton, U. S. A., who is the adjutant 
general of the 
third district of the 


Visayas, Philippine islands, has written 
a letter from the clt> of Bacolod, island 
of Negros. It contains some interesting 
tacts connected with the government of 
the island and its people. The following 
•IB an extract: 
; 
"The island (Negros) is gradually as- 


suming a more peaceful aspect, and 
'there bee been no disturbance of note 
•ince the uprising of Dec. 2 last, which 
'•was nicely nipped In the bud, but in 
•which we lost Lieutenant Ledyard. It 
'is necessary, howaVer, to keep both eye3 
•R-ide open all the time. Our principal 
'trouble comes from small bands of 
•Tullsanes, who operate in the foot hills 
end mountain barrios, making it neces- 
sary to send out from 20 to 60 men every 
few days. 


"The conditions which prevail are very 


similar to those found in the west when 
the Indians kept our troops continually 
busy. However, there is no longer any 
organized insurrection on this island. 
,We have here now only 10 companies of 
'the Sixth infantry. This proves a suf- 
ficiently strong force, for one American 
'••oldiiers may be reckoned as the equiva- 
lent of several FIHplnos. 


"I have been appointed Inspector of the 


civil prison her«, and I am Introducing 
American methods of management, hav- 
ing drawn up a set of rules and regu- 
lations and intend to set the prteonera 
tto work in various ways. The inmates 
rare bandits and murdeorers, many of 
them Negritos. The establishment wa» 
rln very bad shape, but is now greatly 
(improved, indeed, nearly a model in my 
Opinion as regards system, regulations 
«*nd cleanliness. 


"We have a prtoon hospital, a system 


•of labor and of payment for the same, a 
!*uard of 34 m«n, one-half Americans, 
'cne-half natives. The prison furnishes 
•bout 100 men every day for various 
.Jcinds of work in the town, and we also 
•lave 89 men with the signal corps build- 
(Ing telegraph lines all over the island, 
ilnsiae, the prisoners make hammocks, 
fcaskets, fish neta and poles, while out- 
-•«id« they build houses, sheds, fences, 
fcridgee, etc. 


"All towns-1n the Island are being pre- 


pared for the rainy season; ditches have 
been dug, wells cleaned and deepened, 
'end all kinds of work undertaken which 
will conduce to health and comfort dur- 
•Ing the next four months. 
All this 


•American enterprise impresses the na- 
tives forcibly. 
' 
"The civil government of Negros Is 


running smoothly under General Smith's 
•watchful eye. 
The officials, while not 


educated, have only the vaguest ideas 
concerning self-government, 'and if left 
alone would get into irouble in 24 hours. 
They know nothing of drafting laws, and 
have to be taught like children. Besides, 
•thay have been brought up in the Span- 
ish schools, where the rule was to de- 
vote all moneys to the payment of sal- 
•eriea, nothing being left for public works 
and improvements on the island. 


"This accounts for the lack of schools, 


roads, bridges and railways. As an ex- 
ample, one town on the island sub- 
mitted its estimates for the ensuing 
.year's receipts and expenditures, and out 
'of $800 to be raised by taxation $300 was 
to 'be spent for town purposes—the rest 
for salaries, and thia in a town of 6000 
people. 
It goes without saying that 


General Smith promptly disapproved the 
estimate and practically reversed the 
amounts. 
This Is only one instanoa 


among many, but as the military gov- 
ernor is the right man in the right place, 
and as the civil authorities 
are well 


irteaning, if unexperienced, his decisions 
•are cheerfully accepted."

Encouraging Features of Western Crop Situ* 


ation—Slashing of Iron Prices. 


New York, July 14.—Bradstreet's says: 


While trade is still of only mid-summer 
volume, the beginning of improvement in 
demand Is apparently becoming visible. 
By the publication of the July govern- 
ment crop report the worst has appar- 
ently become known as to the situation 
in wheat, and unquestionable improve- 
ment since July 1 has led to the belief 
that the crop damage talk, as usual, has 
been exaggerated. The month, of June 
was notable for numerous and heavy ad- 
vances in many lines of agricultural 
produce, and so numerous were these 
advances as to almost neutralize con- 
tinued recessions 
in 
manufactured 


products, the result 
being a virtual 


check to the long-continued downward 
tendency of prices generally. 


As before stated, the improvement lg 


still one of tone rather than>of actual de- 
mand, but with, as seems probable, a 
yield of 540,000,000 bushels of wheat, a 
next to record breaking yield of corn and 
a very large production of oats, tho 
western crop situation contain* many 
encouraging features. 


The southern cotton crop has undoubt- 


edly suffered and condition is unpre- 
cedently low for this season of the year, 
but the acreage planted was a large one, 
and prices are so much higher that a 
satisfactory financial return is confi- 
dently looked for. In addition, railroad, 
earnings point to the maintenance of the 
business of the country at a volume in 
excess of last year. 


The effort of the big Iron and steel 


concerns to control prices, if really made, 
has proven abortive and another whole- 
sale slashing of quotations is to be re- 
ported this week. Production, however, 
Is falling off. 


The industrial situation is rather bet- 


ter, as a result of agreements upon wage* 
by a number of iron and steel manu- 
facturing concerns and their employes. 


Wheat and flour prices are slightly 


lower on the week in keeping with im- 
provedi crop reports at home and abroad, 
but corn has been in exceptionally good 
demand and is at the highest priqa 
reached for years. Hog products are in 
rather slack demand. 


Business failures for the week numbw 


22, as compared1 with 25 fast week, 27 in 
this week a year ago, 28 in 1898, 33 in 1897 
and 33 in 1896. 


"Washington, July 14.—An attempt haa

THE CHECK SYSTEM;; 


An English Visitor Tells the People About 


the American Way. 


The American constitution has been 


called a system of checks. So in Ameri- 
can life. When yon want to travel, you 
gira your baggage to the porter of your 
hotel, and ha gives yon a check in re- 
turn. At the station you reclaim it 
with the check and pass it in at a coun- 
ter and receive another check. As yon 
approach your destination another fnno- 
tionary comes along the train, takes 
your check and gives you another check 
iin its place. He fishes out your baggage 
and conveys It to your hotel—for a con- 
sideration. You have left your third 
and last check at the office of tfie hotel 
when you enter it, and thence it is de- 
livered'«p on receipt of the baggage. 


At first yon bless this arrangement as 


the salvation of the traveler. After a 
few weeks of it the tyranny of the check 
beocajjes so galling that you begin to 
Jong for the fine eld English method of 
dumping down-your goods in front of a 
porter and leaving them to find the way 
themselvea 
Yon would even hail it as 


a personal triumph if some of you; bag- 
gage would get lost. But it never does. 
Sometimes it arrives late, bat it always 
arrives. 


Yet it seldom arrives in the shape in 


Which it started, if that is any consola- 
tion. They who have to do with bag- 
page see to that. You very soon discover 
why Americans carry their goods in 
ironclad trunks, and why it is madness 
for anybody to do—^ny-thing fllaa. I 
started out, like an idiot, with a new 
leather- portmanteau. They ripped the 
#out brass look off the first week— 
toot for plunder, apparently, but simply 
because it is the tradition of the service. 
{They punched it and kicked and danoed 
on it 
In softer honi's, when literary 


Inspiration- came, they wrote ot it. My 
portmanteau today is aa epitome of the 
political sentiment of the United States 
from New York to San Francisco. As 
a historical document it is beyond 
price, and I am contemplating the gift 
t>f it to -the library of congress at Wash- 
ington. As a portmanteau, it has both 
feet in the grave. 


The system of checks is not confined 


to travelers' luggage. The conductor of 
the train passes carelessly to and fro 
frskingjfor yonr ticket and giving yon a 
'joheck in return, or askin;- for yonr 
bheck and returning your ticLvf. If you 


;band your stick to a boy in a hotel 
''White you write your name in the reg- 
ister, be dashes off to stow it away in 
tome-secret-placa and returns triumphant 
jwith a check. In the very hotel bar, 
Jwhen you bny sevenpence ha'porth of 
'whisky-yon get a check and walk two 
yards across the bar to pay at a desk. 


• fiat the apotheosis of the check is at 
Fiagara. When yon go down to the" 
Dave of the Winds, you strip off all 
your clothes and leave them, as well as 
yonr valuables, in a tin bos with the 
attendant. Then yon go -down to battle 
with the cataract attired only in a suit 
cf pyjamas, a suit of oilskins and a 
jpheck lashed around your neck and ris- 
ing and falling wrfii the beating of 
your heart No wonder the American 
Speaks of death as "handing in his 
checks." It 13 only'by death that he can 
rid himself of them.—London Mail.

Impressions Created by the 


Young Women at Harvard. 


OHAPEEONS NOW AT THE POKE, 


Action* of Teacher* Surprised Cam- 


bridge Matrons, Who Were Forced 
to Explain — The Stately Cuban. 
Dnnce—Interesting Incidents of the 
Young Lttdien' Visit. 
New rules to govern tbe social in- 


tercourse of the Cuban women have 
been adopted. In Cuba girls are kept 
under strict chtiperouage. It is not 
customary for them to walk alone with 
men, to go on excursions with them or 
to receive long culls from them. On 
reaching Cambridge, however, they 
seemed to conclude that there was 
perfect freedom und that they could do 
as the Americans. Some of them have 
gone even further than Americans 
would dream of going, says the Boston 
correspondent of the New York Times. 
The girls have received visits from 
early morning until late at night. They 
have even gone on evening strolls with 
men and on trips to Boston. 


This is now at an end. The chaper- 


ons In the different houses where the 
girls etop have explained that in Amer- 
ica there are strict rules of social in- 
tercourse and that all Is not freedom. 
Evening walks with men are now pro- 
hibited, also mornfng calls from men 
and long visits at times. 
In every 


case a caller must send up his card, 
and the card Is to be preserved by the 
girl's chaperon for reference if need- 
ed. Later on reception hours will bs 
set apart. 


The first of the social events or en- 


tertainments which are to be given as 
a regular part of 'the six waoks' 
course In Cambridge took place the 
other night when the Hemenway gym- 
nasium was thrown open for a dance. 
The spectacle presented was novel and 
beautiful. More than 500 teachers at- 
tended, the ladles attired hi tasteful 
costumes appropriate for the occasion, 
but the men in the dress which they, 
had worn at their classes during the 
day. 
The gymnasium was decorated 


simply with the American and Cuban 
flags, and the music was by a local 
orchestra, which, however, knew how 
to play Cuban music. 
The Cuban 


dances were much admired. 
They 


differ entirely from our dances, the 
couples moving about In a stately fash- 
ion, so stately, in fact, that they seem 
hardly to be moving at all. Mr. Mo- 
reira, a teacher from Havana, was 
floor director. The entire affair passed 
oS delightfully. 


The young ladies from the Pearl of 


the Antilles have made a most delight- 
ful impression upon every one. To be 
eure, of the 1,400 teachers who have 
come to Harvard perhaps 500 are men, 
but they do not count Not that they 
are not gentlemen, and Intelligent gen- 
tlemen at that, but the women have 
focused attention upon themselves by 
their loveliness and their gratitude for 
attentions showed them. Their charm- 
ing looks, their innocence, their igno- 
rance of our language and customs and 
the fact that never before in the entire 
history ot .Spanish civilization have 
Spanish speaking women been, seen 
alone In a foreign land are sufficient 
reasons for this centering of attention 
upon these daughters of Cuba. 


"No understand" is the only English 


•which they know, or, rather, this was 
BO when they landed; but, although 
their stay has been but a few days, 
they have already picked up enough of 
the vernacular to be able to ask direc- 
tions on the street and to make known 
their simplest wants. With idioms, of 
course, they- are totally unfamiliar. 
Likewise, the inexactness of our lan- 
guage puzzles them dreadfully. 
For 


Instance, the other day one was found 
on the street in Cambridge almost in 
tears because on the card with which 
ehe had been furnished the name of 
her street—Shepard—had been spelled 
"Shepherd." She was endeavoring, to 
reconcile the difference, mournfully ex- 
claiming, 
in the 
characteristically 


sweet voice which they all possess and 
with the constantly rising inflection 
peculiar to them: "I've lost my home! 
I've lost my home! Shepherd! Shep- 
ard! I've lost my home! I've lost my 
home!" 


A gentleman who came up set her 


right, informing her that the varied 
spelling made no difference and that 
when she found a lamppost lettered 
"Shepard" it would mark her street 
Then he walked with her in the direc- 
tion of the street. After a few steps, 
which had been takon at the American 
gait, the fair Spaniard exclaimed: "Me 
BO tired! You walk so fast Me never 
walk at home." And, suiting the ac- 
tion to the word, she culmly sat down 
on the curbstone to rest 


The delight which they expressed 


when tfie Twentieth Century club re- 
cently kent to each room a bouquet 
•with the Inscription "From the woften 
of America to their Cuban sisters" was 
reward enough for the givers. The 
Cubans admired the flowers, but their 
delight in them was hardly equaled by 
their eagerness to learn the English 
names. They are intent upon the ob- 
ject of their visit, which lg to learn our 
language, and It was not long before 
a bevy of them was heard reciting In 
unison, "Roses, lilies, geraniums and 
coreopsis." 


Ten or a dozen RadcHffe girls who 


have some knowledge of Spanish are 
performing duties of the chaperon. 
The chaperons are distributed as well 
as may be among the 100 homes where 
there are Cubans, and where there are 
no chaperons the hostess performs' as 
well as possible the duties of guidance 
and interpreting. 
The students are 


each provided with a numbered badge, 
and they are known by these numbers.

Magnolia avenne, which has been the 


pride of Riverside from its founding, 
and which baa won a national reputa- 
tion as a boulevard, has had two de- 
fects, 
The- streets leading to it were 


nsually dnsty and disagreeable, while 
the darkness of tho avenne, owing to tho 
dense foliage of the overhanging pepper 
trees, made it a rather dismal evening 
drive. All that is at an end. It is now 
possible to drive from the heart of town 
over macadamized streets, perfectly free 
from dnst and mnd, direct to the peer- 
less Magnolia avenue, and if the drive 
be taken in the evening arc lights are 
encountered every 800 feet, 
giving 


splendid illumination. When the ave- 
nue is reached, there is presented snch 
a sight as few, if any, towns possess. 
The electric poleiarebut 124 feet apart, 
and from these brackets project about 
three feet. From eaoh bracket hangs a 
cluster of three incandescent lights cov- 
ered with a reflector, which throws the 
light on to the driveway. 


As one stands at one end of this row 


of lights but four or five of them oan be 
distinguished as individual lights, the 
remainder forming a continuous chain 
of fire which seemingly stretches away 
for untold miles beneath the verdant 
canopy of the arching pepper trees. 
Modern as Is the scene, it impresses the 
beholds* as an oriental fantasy worthy 
of the Spanish Moors. The imagined 
extent of the wondrous chain of fire, 
however, is in a degree an optical iUu- 
eion. Instead of Mtv? »Ucs in length, 
it is but a little over a mile. Instead of 
there being untold thousands of lights, 
one is amazed to learn that there are 
but 150, suspended from but 50 poles.

Borne Birds That Hatch Their Egga by 


Queer Dovlces. 


It is well known that the Australian 


megapod is a bird that is accustomed to 
Bit on its egga. In certain parts of Aus- 
tralia are found numerous mounds of 
considerable size and height which the 
first explorers took to be burial grounds. 
These were made by the Megapodius 
tumulus, which twos them for hatching 
its eggs. They have sometimes consid- 
erable dimensions. A nest that is 14 
feet high and 55 feet in circumference 
may be regarded as large. 


Each megapod buids its own nest 


with material which it gathers from all 
sides, and these are exactly what the 
gardener uses in the month of March to 
make his forcing beds—namely, leaves 
and decomposing vegetable matter, 
which, by their fermentation, give off 
an appreciable amount of heat. In the 
forcing beds this heat fastens the sprout- 
ing of the seeds. In th# nest it suffices 
for the development and hatching of the 
young birds, and the mother can go 
where she likes and occupy herself as 
she wishes without being troubled by 
the duties of sitting. 


In the small island of Ninafou, in 


the Pacific, another bird baa a some- 
what similar habit, in so far as it also 
abandons its eggs, but in place of ob- 
taining the necessary heat from fer- 
mentation it gets it from warm sand. 
The leipoa, or native pheasant of Amv 
tralia, acts like the megapod and watch- 
es the temperature of its mound very 
closely, covering and uncovering the 
eggs several times a day to cool them 
or heat them as becomes necessary. Aft- 
er hatching, the young bird remains ia 
tho mound several hours. It leaves on 
the second day, but returns for tha 
night, and not until the third day is it 
able to leave for good the paternal abode.

Hew Invention That Make* Phono- 


graphic Production of Word*. 


Consul Warner bas sent to the state 


department at Washington from Lelp- 
slc, Germany, the following account 
of a combination telephone and phono> 
graph: 


"The 'telephonograph,' a new Inven- 


tion In which the German postmaster 
general, Von Podblelskl, is much In- 
terested, is a combination of a tele- 
phone and a phonograph for the pur- 
pose of recording messages received 
during the absence of the operator. 
This apparatus "was invented by & 
Dane of the name of Paulsen. 
The 


person called up has only to hold the 
trumpet to his ear upon returning to 
the office, even after an absence of 
days, to receive the message. Many in- 
ventors have tried to effect such a 
combination, but all failed on account 
of the difficulty of transferring the 
| message on to a was cylinder. 


"Instead of a wax cylinder, Paulsen 


used a flexible steel band in his pho- 
nograph, which Is much simpler In 
construction than the Edison phono- 
graph. Messages are much more easi- 
ly removed from the steel band than 
from the wax cylinder. It is wound 
on two spools, moving quickly from 
one to the other and coming In contact 
with a very small electro magnet, 
switched into the circuit, which af- 
fects the steel band In such a way aa 
to record on it any sounds that may 
penetrate to the phonograph. 
It is 


only necessary to cause the steel band 
to repass the magnet In order to have 
the sounds repeated. 
Each vibration 


of the electro magnet produces a corre- 
sponding vibration of the steel band, 
la order to remove a message from the 
stppl band a magnet Is passed over the 
surface on which the message was re- 
corded. 


"The tests recently made in the en- 


gineering department of the Copenha- 
gen Telephone company, whose service 
the inventor has recently entered, were 
surprisingly successful 
Up to the 


present time the apparatus records a 
song better than a spoken message, 
but the latter Is nevertheless quite 
clear, and the experts who have been 
making experiments In co-operation 
with the inventor declare that It Is 
only a question of time until the tele- 
phonograph will repeat a message as 
clearly as it can be heard through the 
moat improved telephone."

A. New Yorker Commanded a British Ship 


In the Battle of the Nile. 


The fifth ship was the Theseus, Cap- 


'tain Ralph WillettMiller. This gentle- 
man, 
whom after bis premature death 


Nelson styled "the only truly virtuous 
man I ever knew," was by birth a New 
Yorker, whose family had been loyalists 
during the American Revolution. A let- ; 
ter from him to his wife, gives an ac- 
count of the fight wbjeh is at onoe 
among the most vivid and from the 
professional standpoint the most satis- I 
factory of those which have been trans- ' 
mitted to us. Of the Theseus' entrance 
into the battle he says: 
I 


"In running along the enemy's line 


in the wake of the Zealous and Goliath, 
I observed their shot sweep just over us. 
And knowing well that at snob a mo- 
ment Frenchmen would not have cool- 
ness enough to change their elevation, 
I closed them suddenly, and, running 
under the arch of th'eir shot, reserved 
my fire, every gun being loaded with 
two and some with three round shot, 
until I had the Gnerrier'g masts in a 
line and her jibboom about six feet clear 
of our rigging. We then opened with ' 
such effect that a second breath could 
not be drawn before ber main and miz- 
zen masts were also gone. This was pre- 
cisely at sunset, or 44 minutes past 6. 
Then paesing between her and the Zeal- 
ous and as close as possible round the 
off aide of the Goliath, we anchored by 
the stern exactly in a line with her and 
nbreasc the Spartiate. We had not been 
many minutes in action with the Spai- 
tiate when we observed one of our ships 
(and soon after knew her to be the Van- 
guard, place herself to directly opposite, 
to us on the outside of her that I desist- 
ed firing on her, that I might not do 
mischief to our friends, and directed ev- 
ery gun before the mainmast on the 
Aqnilon (fourth French) and all abaft 
it on the Oonquerant, giving tip my 
proper bird to the admiral."—'"Nelson 
In the Battle of the Nile," by Captain 
Mahan, in Century.

When iu the 
days of his freedom he tripped it on his 
native sand bills for the sole benefit of 
bis mate, be did so only in the spring- 
time, but now, in bU lowly captive 
state, he ounces in and out of season if 
the keeper who feeds him will bat wsv^ 
his arms and take an awkward step or 
two to give him encouragement. 


The crane begins its dance by shoving 


one long leg, with its claw attachment, 
straight oat in .front of bis body. Then 
be lowers it and draws it back slowly 
until it ia.Mtfain an inch or two of the 
ground. Then there is a ligbtninglike 
double shuffle, and the other leg is 
pointed to the front 
Then the dance 


begins in earnest. 
The wings are 


stretched and beat tbe air in perfect 
time to the movement of tbe feet, be 
tbey going fast or slow. There ia the 
semblance of a clog; then thesinuoua 
foot and body movement of the nnntoh 
girl, and in a moment tbe whirl of tbe 
dancing dervish, to be succeeded aa a 
finale by a sort of wild "all hands 
round," in wbiob every feather of tbe 
bird is alive, as it enters into tbe joy of 
the dance with an titter abandon. The 
act of sapping ia likalfca "ball" of the 
German soldier—sodden, stiff and in- 
stant. Then the orane marches away to 
a corner with a still stately toead, bat

It 
is a kindergarten of the best kind, be- 
cause mad patting and stick catting are 
a great joy and solace to old beavers as 
ws!l as yciffig ones, »nd so instruction, 
pleasure and business are all combined. 
Young otters, and probably also young 
water rats, bave to be taught to go into 
tbe water. According to tbe observa- 
tions of Mr. Hart, the late bead keeper 
at tbe zoo, tbe young otters born there 
did not enter tbe water for weeks, and 
even then their mother had to "mind" 
them and fetch them out when she 
thought they had bad enough of it. 
Tbey swim naturally when once in the 
water, and this seems trso si all ani- 
mals. — London Spectator.

OPEKINGS POS AMEEIOAN GOODS, 
WHY IT WAS HOT. 


Changed Condition* That Stimulate 


Trade—Flautern and Manufacturer* 
Who Have Plenty of Money—Clan* 
of Goods Tbat Will Sell Well—Bow 
Beat to Make Sales. 


A letter printed In The Iron Age re- 


cently revealed a state of things In tha 
Philippines that Is not too well recog- 
nized in the United States. Two cir- 
cumstances have combined to create a 
lively demand In those Islands for 
modern machinery. One ia that sam- 
ples of such things are now shown 
there occasionally and captivate tire 
fancy of the natives. Another Is that 
protection to property 
IB assured aa 


never before, and many industries are 
starting up in consequence. Formerly 
theft and confiscatien paralyzed busi- 
ness enterprise. 
Now a man knows 


that he can invest In factories and ma- 
chinery with absolute safety. 


The above mentioned paper's corre- 


spondent declares that the sugar mill 
men In the Philippines, all Filipinos, 
Spaniards or Chinese, are rich and 
eager to introduce modern Improve- 
ments. 
Tfifey are simply reckless In 


the way In which they spend money. 
A manufacturer sees that his neighbor 
has introduced a certain Improvement, 
and immediately wants to follow suit 
at any cost. 
"I have seen a plant 


which cost $2,000 In the United States," 
says the writer, "and about $300 to get • 
It here, sold tor $10,000 to a rich sugar 
mill owner, who paid cash down for It" 


There is also a conspicuous need of 


steam engines. Water power is avail- 
able for printing presses, sugar mills, 
woodworking machinery, for six or 
seven months, and then comes a sea- 
son when the streams all dry up. Be- 
sides, even during the wet season the 
mills suffer from backwater, and the 
Filipinos are getting tired of the whole 
system. 


There Is a fine opening for sewing 


machines too. Of course, after the Im- 
portation has once been established 
prices will not be what they are at 
present, but just now there Is such a 
need that a shipload might be disposed 
of at far beyond the real value. The 
order of the United States army officers 
that the native soldiery shall be cloth- 
ed in trousers and jackets has created 
a temporary demand, but when this 
subsides there will still remain an op- 
portunity for bargains. It Is asserted 
that the rudest and most old fashioned 
machines bring $75. 
Some of these 


are relics of the junk pile. 


The' same story Is told regarding 


typewriters. At present there are only 
a hundred of these machines in the is- 
lands, but there are thousands of rich 
families that want to buy any good 
thing that they see otters use. An 
Informant of the correspondent de- 
clares that any one having a $100 mar 
chine can get §250 In gold for It with- 
out trouble. 
Two agencies for type- 


writers have recently been established 
In Manila, but these do not reach the 
other islands of the group. The Amer- 
ican occupation is steadily opening up 
new markets all through the archi- 
pelago. 


"When a bicycle appears anywhere In 


the Philippines, the natives crowd 
around the rider, ask him all sorts of 
questions, want to try the thing them- 
selves and finally offer him about five 
times as much as lie paid for it There 
are two agencies in Manila and one in 
Iloilo, but the agents make the mistake 
of trying to sell by showing pictures 
and to •collect payment in advance. 
This system works poorly. If 1,000 
machines had been ready for delivery, 
they would have been sold for double 
the prices ruling in America. Printing 
presses, windmills and several other 
classes of machinery would, In the 
opinion of the writer, sell well In the 
Philippines in tbe near future. It Is 
hard to make a sale, though, unless 
sample goods or working models are 
shown. Pictures and plans will not 
satisfy. Says the correspondent: 


"I noticed that one agent of an elec- 


tric road concern from America was 
here with plans and specifications for 
the putting in of an electric road to 
connect the cities and towns of the is- 
lands. The whole thing was planned 
out In magnificent shape and was thor- 
oughly correct, but he could hardly get 
a native Interested. On the other hand, 
a party who was here for the same 
purpose anjjl represented another firm 
had with him a complete little working 
model of a 'power house, tracks and 
cars and arranged to put bis apparatus 
In operation on the floor of a large ] 
room. This room was always crowded 
with the wealthy natives of the Islands, I 
who invested their money in the stocks 
very liberally. The man with the same 
thing on paper could not sell any stock, 
while the man with the working model 
had only to show his little mechanical 
device, and the rich native would In- 
vest. The same Idea prevails concern- 
Ing all machinery offered for sale here. 
There should be complete working' 
models of flour mills, printing outfits 
and typewriters." 
.

SPEAKING TO THE DEAF. 


&. Mistake Is 'Often Made In Trying to 


Enunciate Very Plainly. 


Many people, and I am sorry to say 


some teachers of tbe deaf, fail to realize 
—in practice at least—that speech is not 
as clearly visible to the eye as it is audi- 
ble to the ear, and think that by speak- 
ing slowly, word by word, and opening 
their mouths to the widest extent, they 
will render tbe task of tbe speech reader 
easier. As a matter of fact they render 
It all the more difficult. A child in 
school may learn to understand a teach- 
er who mouths his words in this man- 
ner, but this ability ie of no value to 
him when he leaves school. Indeed per- 
fectly natural, deliberate speech is easier 
to understand than tbe 
exaggerated 


form of articulation which people are 
apt to use the moment they know tbey 
are talking to a totally deaf person. 


People who depend entirely upon 


their speech reading for understanding 
others have requested me, when intro- 
ducing them to strangers,jiot to say 
that tbey were deaf, because they find 
it easier to read tbe lips when the per- 
son speaking is not aware tbat he is be- 
ing understood in that way. I bave in 
my acquaintance a young man educated 
wholly by this method wbo travels a 
great deal and picks up acquaintances 
on tbe steamer or on the train just as 
people do wbo possess all their faculties. 


I bave in mind also a oongeuitally 


deaf giil of 14 who is not considered 
unusually bright, yet whose speech is 
clearly intelligible to strangers aftsr 
the first ten minutes, wbo is intelligent 
on the topics of the day, and whose 
larger and more conversational reper- 
tory is much larger and more entertain- 
ing than that of many young ladies of 
20 and over tbat I bave met in metro- 
politan society.-—John Button Wright 
in Century.

FINAL DISCHARGE 


No Evidence Against Grant 


and King in District 


Court Today 


WELCOMED BY CROWD QF FRIENDS 


Last Act in Series of Events That 


Have Closed the Investigations in 


Reed Murder .Case, Men 


Now at Home 


A crowd of friends welcomed Alex- 


ander Grant and David King back to 
liberty this morning, as the two men 
emerged from the police station, just 
three weeks after they entered it under 
the most serious charge that can be 
brought against a man. The formal 
discharge was given in the district 
court, where the two men. were in- 
formed that there was no evidence 
against them, and* that they were free. 


The men entered the court room with 


a feeling of happiness that can only be 
imagined when the experiences through 
which they have been are remembered. 
The court room was crowded, people 
being as eager to see the last act as the 
first in the series of events which have 
brought Grant and King before the 
public. 


There was a little red tape required 


to set them free, but it was only a 
short time Before they were allowed to 
leave the court room. A collection of 
minor offenders were questioned by the 
judge; first, anfl then was called "The 
case of the 
commonwealth against 


Ale/xander Grant." 


Lawyer Niles rose, and addressed the 


court for both Grant and King, reading 
a copy of the agreement between him- 
self, Lawyer Hibbard for King and 
District Attorney Gardner for the com- 
monwealth, allowing the case- to be 
taken up by the district court in ad- 
vance of the time to which it was or- 
iginally continued. This he stated, was 
in accordance with the suggestion of 
the attorney general, and followed the 
failure of the grand, jury to return an 
indictment. 


This agreement -was placed on the 


court records, and the judge asked if 
there was any evidence to be pre- 
sented by the commonwealth. No one 
answered, and calling Chief Dinneen, 
Judge Phelps1 asked if he, representing 
the commonwealth, had any evidence 
to present The chief replied thut he- 
had not, and the judge accordingly 
made out the discharge orders. 


Grant and King rose in turn, and 


Clerk Cady read the order of the 
court that the cases be brought up at 
this time, and that in the absence of 
any evidence against them, they were 
discharged. King smiled slightly as he 
sat down, and 
Grant 
nodded and 


smiled when the discharge was read. 


Lawyer Niles at once went over and 


greeted the men, and the three passed 
into the police station, where they re- 
mained a few minutes before going out. 


A large number of friends of the men 


•,'no had been waiting for them in 
. 
'>"'t of the court room, went over to 


• i - i them as they came out of 
the 


J.M' . . * ition, and the two were given 
a mt . hearty greeting as they came 
out on the street. After talking with 
friends down street for a time, they 
secured a horse, and drove to their 
home in Clarksburg. 


The men passed a quiet night last 


night in the police station,-being visit- 
ed by many of their friends, there being 
no restrictions' en those who should see 
them. Mrs. Gr=r.t was notified of their 
arrival in the city, and visited her hus- 
band within -a short time of their ar- 
rival. 


Will the Ca»e be Dropped? 


The question as to who killed the 


Reeds is just where it was two years 
ago, and the question that has been 
discussed is as to whether anything 
more will ever be done towards a fur- 
ther investigation. The general opin- 
ion has been that nothing more would 
ever be done in the matter. Chief Din- 
neen was quoted in one of the morning 
papers as having made the statement 
to a Pittsfield reporter that in time he 
hoped to work on some clews that 
would lead to the detection of the guilty 
parties. 
When asked this afternoon, 


however, he said that he had made no 
such statement, and had nothing to say 
concerning the case. 


The Transcript published yesterday 


the substance of the interview that 
District Attorney Gardner gave out to 
the press in Pittsfield yesterday. This 
interview was in full as follows: 


Statement!! From Grand Jnrorc 


The grand jurors said yesterday to a 


reporter that no evidence was- present- 
ed that warranted the finding of in- 
dictments and that the evidenca was 
entirely of a circumstantial order and 
nothing was presented that was con- 
clusive or strong. Many of the wit- 
nesses had rambling recollections of 
incidents' and failed to recall anything 
pertinent. 


DUtrlct Attorney Gardner 


"This matter came in two different 


ways or methods and these were under 
consideration for a long time. 
They 


were as to whether the North Adams 
police should order 
the arrests, or 


whether the function should properly 
fall to the lot of the attorney general. 
1 don't care to say that the latter 
should have ordered the arrests. 
It 


did not seem like a case where I should 
take the responsibility, although I had 
no objections to the arrests being made. 


"Aiter the evidence had been careful- 


ly prepared, .t was submitted to the at- 
torney general who did not feel like as- 
suming the responsibility of pushing 
the case at that time. However, he 
thought the evidence was of such a 
character as to warrant the sending of 
an officer to North Adams to*make fur- 
ther investigations. On his way the 
officer stopped at my office, and it can 
be said that nothing was done except 
by my consent. As a result of the in- 
vestigations arrests were made, but 
probably not with instructions from 
the attorney general. 


"Thero has been no action thuff far to 


prevent further acMon If the evidence 
may point to the men's guilt, There 
were some 60 witnesses called for the 
hearing before the grand jury; some 
simply giving the Incidents connected 
with tho case. I tWnk the evldenco haa 


been very carefully 
developed, and 


every effort*nade to apprehend the per- 
petrators of the crime. The evidence 
bearing on the men's guilt was of such 
a nature that the case seemed a proper 
one for the grand jury. 


"This has been one of the most sin- 


gular and unusual cases with which I 
was ever connected. There was a great 
many clews to be followed out and so 
many 'leads' that seemed to po'nt to 
many different parties that 
it 
was 


hard to determine who was the guilty 
party." 


CRIMINAL CASES NEXT WEEK 


Local Cases of Interest. Short Ses- 


sion Expected, Grand Jury 


Discharged 


The July sitting of the Berkshire 


superior criminal court will be held 
Monday beginning' at 11 u'ctock. Justice 
Richardson of Boston will preside. The 
term will be a short one, not lasting 
more than three days. Several of the 
prisoners out on bail will be oni hand 
Monday morning- when che court con- 
venes. The docket is a light one for 
the July session, and the charges are 
for considerably lighter crimes than at 
the former Sessions of the 
criminal 


court. 


After the reading of the indictments 


and the pleas by the grand jury yester- 
day Justice Richardson, addressed the 
jury and told them that their services 
would no longer be needed unless they 
were called together in special session. 
The court was then adjourned until 
Monday morning-. The jury was forth- 
with conveyed to the Jail and house 
of correction and made a thorough in- 
spection of the two institutions, which 
they found in a very praiseworthy con- 
dition and will so report to the county 
commissioners and court. 


The case of chief local interest is that 


of Louis Farrar, charged with shooting 
his wife, which at one time seemed like- 
ly to be a murder nase. There is also 
considerable interest in the cases! for 
breaking and entering-against John and 
Martin Connors and Walter Worthing- 
ton. 
The peculiarity of ttie case is 


that at the time of the first hearine 
in the local court, when Martin Connors 
and Worthlngton were arraigned, only 
two burglars were spoken of as havine 
been seen trying ta gain admittance to 
the house. Bater on the other Connors 
-was arrested on complaint of Worth- 
ington's mother, who claimed to know 
that* he was the one who was concern- 
ed. And nww three men have been' in- 
dicted by the grand jury for a crime 
which only two are supposed, 
from 


public evidence, to have had a hand in. 


Lawyer Edgar H. Wood of Pitts- 


field, as usual, wrote the indictments 
for this sitting of the grand jury, and 
there were 34 of them. He spent half 
a day writing- out those against the 
alleged murderers, Grant and King, 
andlt was time thrown away, as no bill 
was found against them. Mr. Wood 
began writing indictmetnts the first of 
January, 1880," when Andrew J. Water- 
man v/as district attorney, and he has 
continued to write th&m ever 
since. 


This, in fact, is the 21st grand jury and 
the 43d sitting for which he has been 
scribe. As these sittings have 'aver- 
aged at least 40 indictment's found, Mr. 
Wood has written no less than 1600 of 
them, and not one has ever been 
"Quashed" in court. 


BERKSHIRE COACHING LINE 


Novel Plan of Lenox Coaching Men 


Under Discussion 


Lenox Life, the summer resort paper, 


says, there is a project on foot to in- 
augurate a coaching line which, will be 
the longest ever 
attempted, in this 


country, reaching from Troy to Hud- 
son, by way of the Berkshire hills, go- 
ing through Williamstown. This mat- 
ter is now being talked over by a num- 
ber of coaohins men who will make 
Lenox their heaxiauarters, and who will 
endeavor to make the exueriment. 


The route was recently covered by a 


prominent New Yorkei, vrtio is interest- 
ed in coaching. He started from Troy 
on horseback to spy out the roads and 
has drawn up a coaching1 route which 
could easily be covered in two days 
and without the great number of r-elays 
'Of horses, which the wew York and 
Philadelphia coach reauired in 1894. 


No attempt will be made for great 


speed, and it is thought that two, or at 
the most, four teams would be all re- 
quired to horse the coach. Jt is pointed 
out that many New Yorkers would like 
to make the trip to Trtry- by boat, and 
there find the coach in waiting- for 
them. 
The first day's trip would be 


over to WilliamS'towm and then down 
through picturesque New A shford with 
its beautiful views of Greylock, past 
sleepy Lanesboro and through Pitts- 
field to Lenox. The trip from Williams- 
town to Lenox is an especially delight- 
ful one, and it will be remembered, was 
commented UDOTI in a 
Lenox novel,

At Lenox the travellers would remain 


over night and in -the early morning 
with a fresh team of hcir.«ea would start 
out for the trin down by Mahkeenac 
Lake, through Stockbridge and on over 
the beautiful drive "to Great Barring- 
ton. Prom there the route is equally 
interesting through the Greeni River 
district ar.d on to the Hudson.

North Berkshire Crops 


The Springfield Repblican in~-a crop 


review of western Massachusetts pub- 
lished yesterday, had the 
following 


from northern Berkshire: 


North Berkshire farmers are begin- 


ning to take a more cheerful view of 
the crop situation, which a few weeiks 
ago was cause for considerable com- 
plaint. Hay, the • main crop of that 
part of the county, was very late on 
account of the dry weather, Now, how- 
ever, the harvest is in progress, and 
while the yield will be late, some of 
the farmers claim, that the grass 
is still growing, and that those who 
wait -a little will secure a fair crop. 
Newly-seeded land is yielding fairly 
well, while old ground is giving a light 
crop, so far. The present price of hay 
in North Adams is $ 18 a ton, but this 
will decrease rapidly with the arrival 
of the new crop. Other crops are prom- 
ising well. Corn is- in good condition, 
and the potato crop seems likely to be 
large, though bugs" are troubling some 
regions rather more than usual. 
In 


the line of fruit the apple crop seems 
likely to be very large in most locali- 
ties, although recent high winds have 
shaken off a. good many of the young 
apples. All in all, the reports are of 
an encouraging nature, the chief cry 
at the present time being the one that 
is always with us, that for rain. Fre- 
quent showers 
of late have done 


much for the farms, but there is still 
opportunity for more to make itself 
useful.
